Woody Vasulka told me that you would be coming to Europe 
at the same time he is, and suggested that we try to put 
together a roundtable on the aspects of video that concern 
us the most. Woody.and Steina will be coming to Paris just 
before the Amsterdam event and will show their work on the 
25th, 27th and 29th of January. I would like to do a round- 
table with you and Woody and myself on the topic of two- 
way flow and the future of video. We could do it on Tuesday 
or Thursday of the same week.
